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Japan Sings Low 

Japan is not only willing, but most anxious 
to remain at peace with the United States. 
This is the message of Premier Prince Fumi- 
maro Konoye to the people of this country. 

The premier has taken the ball away from 
Foreign Minister Matsuoka and directly ap- 
peals for better understanding. His statement 
to an American reporter followed a week of 
conferences among government leaders de- 
signed to meet the problem of the Russo-Ger- 
man war. The premier would not discuss that 
conflict, but clearly prays it will not aggra- 
vate Japanese-American relations. 

It is plain the Japanese government has 
not formulated any definite policy toward the 
-Russo-German war. It probably will not until 
it sees which side will hold the advantage— 
which Germany will hold if it wins a com- 
plete victory quickly and which Russia will 
hold if that country can keep on fighting with 
any troops at all. : 

In the meantime, Premier Prince Konoye 
is hoping and praying that the United States 
will not complicate matters by stronger actions 
to aid China and Great Britain and clearly 
throwing down,the gauntlet before Japan. In 
other words, by pinning Japan's ears back and 
telling her to shoot or quit. 

All of which would indicate this govern- 
ment should act with the sternest motives in 
the Far East. Japan cannot move in her pres- 
ent predicament. The United States can, and 
by that movement immobilize Japan for years 
to come. Germany is attacking Russia in the 
hope of sterilizing a threat to her back in 
preparation for a final settlement, by arms, 
with England. Why should not this country 
kick a threatening back-stabber from the 
doorstep at this opportune time? Then will 
come the day to move across the Atlantic. 


A certain sameness comes over the Fuehr- 
er’s explanation of any new invasion. There 
is a sense of having heard it somewhere before 
—like a birthday form telegram.

What of Alaska? 

It is approximately 7,000 miles from the 
preserit Russo-German battlefront to Alaska, 
by way of European Russia and Siberia. Which 
seems to place a fairly sizeable barrier between 
that northwestern territory of the United 
States and the advancing Nazi panzers and 
the Luftwaffe. 

Yet, should the Soviet armies break and 
be defeated, it is not so far, in time, before 
Hitlerized Germany may control all the vast 
territory of the Russias, including that shore 
of the Bering strait which faces this country, 
in, Alaska. 

The width of the Bering strait is about 35 
miles. Nothing, that is, for modern air attack. 

It is not a dream of the romanticists, but 
very stern realism, the possibility that, if Ger- 
many continues hd@ victorious march around 
the. world, the day may not be far distant 
when Nazi planes are dropping their tons of 
blasting death upon Alaska, when those same 
planes are holding control of the skies over 
that territory so that the invading panzers 
could cross the straits and gain a foothold, a 
spearhead, upon the American continent. 


+ pee would mean American troops fight--

desperate defensive war on our own soil, 
seeking to keep the invading hordes from 
pouring down from that northwestern foot- 
hold, into our own America. 

Not an immediate danger, to be sure. But 
we must, fom*our own safety, realize that, 
should the Soviet collapse, Germany would 
cpntrol a territory that includes a jumping- 
off place for direct attack on us. 

Not a pleasant thought, but one, neverthe- 
less, to be most carefully considered by the 
little group of isolationists, appeasers and 
-“peace-at-any-price” blind who still attempt 
to disrupt the national defense program.

National Income and Defense 

The impact of the defense program on the 
nation’s economy is measured in a report of 
the Department of Commerce estimating that 
the national income today is running about 10 
billion dollars a year more than it did in 1940. 
This would indicate the total national income 
for this year would run almost to $90,000,000,- 
000 with the heavier employment to be ex- 
pected as the program gets into full swing 
later in the year. 

National income is currently estimated at 
the rate of $85,000,000,000. In 1940, it was $76,- 
000,000,000. 


Retail sales for the first five months of this 


year are estimated at 15 per cent more than 
the same period last year, while wholesalers 
are reporting volume 32 per cent greater than 
last year.. This added sales volume does not 
take into consideration the increase in de- 
mand for raw and processed material result- 
ing from the defense program, which is not 
directly reflected in either national income or 
direct sales. It is nonproductive use (in .the 
sense that it does not create wealth—yet it does 
protect it) and drains the backlog of goods 
available for civilian uses. 

Where is the.money going? Automobile 
volume is 37 per cent greater than last year. 
Jewelry store sales (watches and cameras as 
well as precious stones and metals), 28 per 
cent. Furniture and household equipment 
stores (includes radios), 22 per cent. And, sport- 
ing goods stores, 15 per cent. There is no re- 
port for foods. It is safe to say much of this 
new money is going to the corner grocery store. 

Much of it also is going into new homes. 
That is why the announcement, made Satur- 
day, that homes would generally be restricted 
to free use of materials only if they cost less 
than’ $6,000 and are to be constructed in “de- 
fense areas” will be of such great interest. 

This is but a forerunner of things to come. 
The defense program js not yet going full 
blast. It is not yet draining off the tremen- 
dous quantities of materials it will in the 
months to come. Houses, automobiles, radios, 
refrigerators and other civilian goods 
enormous quantities of mass and rare metals. 

On the one hand there is the worker with 
money to spend—for just these things. On the 
other there is the defense program, with prior 
call. Restrictions are imperative and the extra 
income must be drained off in some way. The 
person who has been regularly employed will 
feel it most in a restricted standard of living. 
The newly employed will feel it less directly, 
but they will not be in a position to increase 
their standard of living be¥ond a certain point. 

That is why it is imperative that this coun- 
try plan for the inevitable day when the guns 
are turned back to the scrap furnaces, when 
steel no longer is needed for tanks and ships 
and bullets, but can return to the service of 
mankind. There will be a tremendous backlog 
of buying power. Millions will want to regain 
lost standards, millions will want to take the 


?next step upward. Millions of new homes, new 


cars, new refrigerators, new radios, new clothes, 
new lawnmowers, everything that goes into the 
making of the American way of life, will be in 
demand. This can mean the employment of 
every man in industry and every man now in 
the fighting forces. It must mean that, and 
today is the day to plan so it will mean that.

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Georgia Editors Say: 
FARM DIVERSIFICATION 
(From The Waycross Journal-Herald) 

It is already apparent that the food needs of 
the military camps is bringing about an impetus 
for diversification of farm crops. | 

There may not seem to be any mathematical 
urgency in this situation, inasmuch as concen- 
trating the young men into camps does not mul- 
tiply the number of those who need to eat. 

However, it is making a difference. 

One of the differences is that the camps nat- 
urally desire to buy in large quantities. 

A result of this close at home was seen here 
recently in the co-operative onion market—a 
reaching out towards ability to furnish this. food 
in large enough quantities to make it available 
for bids by military camps. 

We are going to have more of this. The grow- 
ers of food crops are going to put their products 
together so as to be able to sell in the quantities 
large enough to warrant attention of the buying 
officers at military camps. 

Not only that, but the certainty that this type 
of. market will be in existence for quite a while 
is going to influence the farmers to plant that 
which can be sold to military camps. 

All of this is going to mean, in this section, 
a further moving away from large acreage in 
cotton and an increase in the acreage set aside 
for food. crops. 

In this particular area, the needs of the mili- 
tary camps are going to support a greater par- 
ticipation in the livestock industry, in buying 
feeder livestock, in improving the quality of live- 
stock. 

In turn, this will necessitate the planting of 
a larger acreage in feed crops; in giving more 
attention to pasturage; and as the quality of 
livestock improves fences will be built, because 
the livestock will be too valuable to be permitted 
to roam at large.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

ON GEORGE’S DECISION WASHINGTON, June 30.—More 
and 


more it is becoming appar- 
ent that a Democratic organization “shake-up of major dimensions 
turns on the decision to be made by Senator Walter F. George in 
choosing between the chairmanships of the two top-ranking com- 
mittees of the senate. 

Interest in the Georgia senator’s decision has now spread be- 
yond the bounds of his immediate circle of friends and personal 
followers in the state. It is not too much to say that it is being 
viewed with national and, to a certain extent, international con- 
siderations. 

If he relinquishes the chairmanship of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, which he now holds, for the Finance Committee leader- 
ship, a post as highly regarded ordinarily, several organization 
changes are involved. If he does not assert his claim to the finance 
chairmanship, to which he fell heir last week upon the death of 
Senator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, a combination of a half dozen 
possible changes may take place, some of them not altogether to the 


‘liking of the administration. 


tion forces. 


WALSH AND TYDINGS Under the time-worn seniority 
rule, seldom if ever violated, Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, a vigorous opponent of the 
administration’s ‘foreign policy, would succeed to the finance®chair- 
manship if Senator George does not take it. In moving up to finance 
the Massachusetts isolationist would open the way for another ad- 
ministration critic, Senator Millard Tydings, of Maryland, to take 
over as chairman e@f the Naval Affairs Committee, now held by 
Walsh. 7 
Because of the importance of naval legislation to the Massa- 
chusetts shipbuilding industry, the suggestion has been made that 
Senator Walsh would prefer to remain where he ts. If that were 
true, Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, the majority leader, would be 
next in line for finance chairman, and next to him comes Senator 
Connally, of Texas. Either of the latter two would, of course, be 
eminently satisfactory to the administration. | ; 
If there were any assurance that the matter will work out this 
wav there would be less likelihood of the administration becoming 
concerned over the situation. There would be less probability of 
the administration bringing any pressure on.Senator George to make 
a change. But there is no positive evidence yet to support the idea. 


AS TO FOREIGN RELATIONS There are no similar com- 

plications involved ‘in the 
possible relinquishment by the Georgia senator of foreign relations. 
Senator Robert F. Wagner, of New York, now chairman of banking 
and currency, would be next in line, and following him Senator 
Connally again. Both would be entirely acceptable to administra- 
( If the New York senator took foreign relations under 
these circumstances, Senator Barkley or Senator Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama,. another strong administration supporter, would succeed to 
banking and currency. 

If Senator Connally moved up to either one or the other of the 
two ranking chairmanships, still another vacancy would be in- 
volved in the chairmanship of privileges and elections, his present 
post. : ; 

Thus is presented the ramifications of organization changes. re- 
volving around the decision Senator George is called upon to make. 
It explains why more than a week has been permitted to pass with- 
out an announcement from him as to his final choice. The trail of 
conferences on the subject may lead to the White — he 


makes up his mind. 
IF PRESTIGE COUNTS If the decision to be made presents 
an. administration problem, it also 
has produced a conflict of ideas among the Georgia senator’s friends 
as to what course he should follow. On the one hand, he is being 
urged to carry on as foreign relations chairman because of the 
tremendous importance foreign affairs will play in our history 
during the next few years—certainly for the duration of the war 
and: immediately thereafter. It is being urged upon him that, as 
head of this powerful committee, the way would be open for him 
to assume leadership in vital war and peace pelicies covering what 
mav be the most momentous period of our history. 

The prestige of that sort of position far exceeds the possibilities 
of the other alternative. 

On the other hand, another group of his friends, with an eye more 
to the economic consequences of the war and the major role the 
chairman of the Finance Committee will play in shaping post-war

PADEREWSKI DIES It was 15 years ago, I think, I first heard 


Ignace Jan Paderewski play. He came 
walking out into the floodlight, took his seat, paused just a moment, 
and then struck the first three notes of Chopin’s Polonaise in A 
major. : 

The vibrant sound of those notes still were in the air when he 
began the first movement of that stately march which has in it 
some of the somber strength of the Polish spirit. 

I heard him every time I could, the last time in Atlanta about 
two years ago. He was old then, and feeble, but possessed of a 
tremendous dignity. He played that night only nocturnes and some 
of the more stately of Chopin’s waltzes. It was as if he was trying 
to shut out for himself and for his audience, too, the noises of the 
storm which was gathering then; as if he were determined that for 
at least two hours he and his audience would shut their ears to the 
sound of the brazen hoofbeats of the riderless horses being loosed 
in the sky. 

Some of the critics said he should have stopped in the time of 
his strength. It seemed to me that his last appearance was one of 
his great triumphs—an old, old man with gnarled fingers playing 
soft nocturnes and holding a vast crowd silent, wrapped in his magic, 
some of them wiping away tears each time he stood to bow. 

It seems, somehow, symbolic that he died in America, one of 
the few places left in the world where one may die with dignity, 
when death itself will permit of dignity. He died quietly of pneu- 
monia, ‘“‘the old. man’s friend,’ as Sir William Osler termed it 
years ago. 

The phonograph will make him immortal. If your children like 
music and never heard this man, buy them some of his records and 
let them grow up hearing Paderewski. I think it will be good for 
them. You might tell them something of his life; of his struggles, 
his toil. and of his love of country. Tell them how he believed in 
tolerance and opposed the mean and ugly passions of the world and

You speak as though the doorfe 
knobs were the only important 
agencies in’ the spread of germs, 
How about bus handles, stair rails,

etc:? Why not 
make everyone who is afraid of 
germs wear gloves, and keep the 
glove manufacturers happy? 
(N. H.) 

I do not recall speaking of doore- 
knobs as though they were so im- 
portant. Touching an ordinary 
doorknob scarcely gives me a 
faint shudder of anxiety. But I do 
hate to encounter a doorknob or 
a handle of any kind in a lavatory. 
There is no reason why it should 
be necessary to touch anything 
touched by so many others in such 
circumstances. The door may be 
a swing door which. works with- 
out touching with hand, The fau- 
cets of the wash basin may be as 
readily controlled by a pedal as 
by a handle. If the common towel 
is no longer permitted in lavae- 
tories, the common tap .handle 
and doorknob should be ruled 
out, too. In many such lavatories 
it 1s evident that the cost of in- 
Stalling these sanitary improve- 
ments could be met in a little 
while by simply discontinuing the 
senseless expenditure for smelly 
disinfectants or for trick appa- 
ratus for dispensing disinfectants. 
If reasonable cleanliness is main- 
tained and plain soap is available 
for washing, there is no useftil 
purpose served by the noisome 
disinfectant, germicide or antisep- 
tic.

record for NOT making.aces on the same hole at East Lake. 
Patton is a member of-a regular foursome which in- 
cludes Roy Mather, Lindsay Thompson and Barnes E. Sale. 
It was about a year ago, going to 18, that Patton 
hit his first ball in the lake. He teed up again and 
HOLED OUT. 


Within the last month, Patton was going to 18 
again, and his tee shot hooked. The ball finally was 
discovered in a cup on the putting green, off to the 
right of the 18th green. 


Speaking of bona fide holes-in-one, a recent survey re- 
veals a golfer’s best chance is on the third. Other holes 
which provide opportunities for the elusive aces include 
the sixth, ninth, fourth and fifth, in that order. 

Statisties show how great the odds are against a golfer 
ever holing out a tee shot. For instance, out of approxi- 
mately 17 BILLION holes played since 1927, only 26,000 
verified aces have been recorded. Broken down, this pro- 
vides an average of one hole-in-one in 650,000 shots. 


So you gripe because your iron shot is not hole 
high or is.too far away for a one-putt green, huh? 

Incidentally, the average distance on which tee 
shots have been sunk is 161 yards. And 99 per cent 
of them have been on par three holes. 


And while aces have been shot by golfers whose scores 
range from 70 to 100, the dub doesn’t have an equal oppor- 
tunity in this game of chance. For the good shooter is hit- 
ting the ball toward the cup so much more consistently. 

The duffer seldom reaches the carpet,
